Trouble Among Burnside’s Staff Officers. 
Washington, October 16th.—The finding and 
sentence in the case of Captain James Madison 
Cutts, late of General Burnside’s staff, Actitig 
Judge Advocate of the De of the Vhie, 
has just been published in the army. Captain 
Cutts was charged with using insulting language 
to Captain Hatton, Aid de Camp to General sg 
side, in relation to. the right of the latter to use a 
certain office writing desk. He was also ¢ 
with improper conduct, in peeping over the doar- 
jam of alady’s chamber, at the Burnett House, 
Cincinnati, Uhio. He was found guilty on both 
charges of “conduct unbecoming an officer and a 
gentleman,” and sentenced to be dismissed she 
service; but the President, in consideration of the 
previous character and standing of the accused, 
jand of his gallant condnet in haitle, hae remitted 
the sentence and ordered him to join his regiment 
in the field, after receiving a reprimand from the 
President. Captain Hutton, who sent a challenge, 
to Captain Cutts, for the alleged insulting lan- 
guage about the writing desk, was tried for the 
offense, found guilty and sentenced to be repri- 
manded by the ident; but the Twenty-fifth Ar- 
ticle of War imperatively declares that any com- 
missionéd officer found guilty of sending a chal- 
lenge shall be cashiered. The sentence of the 
Court was disapproved, and Captain Hutten was 
dismissed the service from September 28, 1863.

She Ruin 


“The late néws from the East ie gratifying to 
Foyal men, and uniess all signs fail, betokens the 
early conclusion of the war and the permanent 
suppression of this bloody rebeHion. Notwith- 
standing the severity of the season in central Vir- | 
ginia and the rain storme farther south, our armies 
during the past fortnight bave made important 
advances and ascemplished heroic victories. The 
army of the Potomac has moved from the vicinity 
of the Rappahamrock, and on the 28th ultimo 
erossed the Hapidan. Lee has been pushed back 
from one stronghold te another, and at latest dates 
was entrenched between Orange Court House and 
Gordonsville. Should he attempt to make a stand 
in his present position, a general engagement 
seems inevitable, and from the persistency with 
which Meade has followed him up, Lee must meet 
with an overwhelming defeat. We fear, however, 
that the latter will continue to fall back as our 
brave troops advance, until he gets in the en- 
trenchments at Gordonsville, or perhaps even to 
the fortifications of Richmond. From the most} 
reliable accounts we judge the rebel army in Vir- 
ginia cannot exeved fifty thousand men—-infantry. 
40,000, cavalry 8,000—and 79 pieces of artiHery. 
4s it is contraband at the East to publish the 
strength of Meade’s forces, we have no means of | 
knowing their exact strength, but there cannot be 
@ doubt that they are overwhelmingly greater than | 
the rebels. Although no general engagement has 


heavy battles have taken place between the differ- 
ent corps of the two armies, the general result of 
whictr bas been great loss to the rebels and their 
continued retreat towards Gordonsville. Every- 
thing looks favorable te the loyal side, and it is to 
be hoped that our generals will follow up their 
victories wntil every rebel shall have speedily 
been driven out of Virginia. ~ 

Grant has pressed forward from Chattanooga, 
and in several bloody engagements driven Bragg 
in utter rout from the field, leaving his dead, 
wounded, and between seven and ten thousand 
prisoners in our hands. Hooker, Sherman, Thomas 
and other veterans are still in rapid pursuit. If 
Bragg halts and offers battle, he will be badly 
beaten ; if he continues the flight with his demor- 
alized troops, the flag of the Union will wave in 
triumph over Southern Tennessee, Northwestern 
Georgia and Alabama, and the entire Southwest 
be cleared of rebels. The defeat of Bragg will 
blast the last hopes of the rebellion ; their rail- 
road communication will be severed in the most 
vital part, and more than one half of their terri- 
tory to which they look for needed supplies, abso- 
intely cut off. So imminent is Bragg’s danger, 
that the telegraph reports that he has ordered 
Longstreet to raise the siege of Knorville and 
repair forthwith to his relief. Burnside, after 
having successfully resisted the siege and assaults 
of Longstreet for eight days, ts himself preparing 
to renew the offensive, and is said now to be press- 
ing vigorously the rebel general’s rear, while 
Major General Foster (sent to relieve Burnside) 
confronts him from Cumberland Gap. It is not 
impossible that the next news will be that Long- 
street with bis whole army has been cut off and 
compelled to surrender. 

Gen. Banks is in his quiet yet determined way 
prosecuting his mission for the redemption of 
Western Louisiana and Texas. He has landed at 
Point Isabel and has captured us Christi, with 
numerous prisoners. We expect to hear of his 
successfiil march into the interior of the lone siar 
State, where he will find a welcome from thou- 
sands of loyal men, now held in bondage by the 
rebels of that State. At Charleston Gilmore, aided 
by the ironclads, continues his work of reducing 
the rebel strongholds in the harbor. Fort Sumter 
is a uvass of ruins, and it is reported that every 
man in it was killed by the falling of its last re- 
maining wall. A large portion of the city itself 
has been laid in ruins by the shells from Gilmore’s 
“Swamp Angel,” which continues to deal death
